There has Just been installed in the 


city of Philadelphia an advanced type 
of lire-fighting system which seems 
to indicate that the lire engine as we 
know it today 
will soon be retired 


from service to a veiy gicat extent, 
tile necessary water pressuc being se- 
cured from a largo stationary pump- 
ing plant. 
Some of the advantages 


claimed for the system are the fol- 
lowing: In the drat place, it offers, for 
lire purposes, a stream of water which 
Is almost instantly 
available, and 


which has more volume and can be 
thrown higher than that delivered by 
any fire engine yet in operation. 
It 


avoids the possible delay which may 
occur in getting a flre engine to tha 
scene of the conll.igration and Into 
service, to say nothing of the elimin- 
ation of tho element of danger, always 
present when the^e hca\y vehicles are 
driven rapidly Lhiough the streets of 
the crowded portions of a, large city. 


The plant laid down In Philadelphia 


covers the more congested part of the 
business section. 
At 
present 
the 


pumping is done temporarily by one 
of the fhe boats moored at a wharf 
In the Delaware river, or by all of them, 
as the occasion may demand. 
Work 


has been 
started 
on a 
permanent 


pumping .plant at the foot of Race 
street, which, when completed, will be 
at all times in readiness for instant 
operation. 
Then it will be possible 


to pump fouiteen hundred gallons of 
water per minute into u burning build- 
ing. 


The high pressure system consists of 


a gridiron arrangement of piping en- 
tirly independent of the ordinary wa- 
ter supply, although 
a connection, 


fitted with a check valve, is main- 
tained between the two plants for the 
purpose of keeping the .pipes primed 
constantly and ready for instant ser- 
vice. The pressure amounts to from 
seventy to eighty pounds at the hy- 
drants. A telephone system, with call 
boxes located in the vicinity of each 
hydrant, comprises a feature of. the 
new plant; and immediately upon the 
receipt of an order for water, the 
pumps at the water's edge will be 
started, and, since papes are kept 
filled by the regular water system, the 
pressure is available at once, so that 
no time is lost in getting a deluga into 
the burning building. Under the ex- 
isting arrangement, with the fire boats 
doing the work, there is never a de- 
lay of more than five minutes, which 
Is Inconsiderable when compared with 
that of getting apparatus to a fire and 
into service under ordinary circum- 
stances. When the new pumping plant 
has been put into operation, this delay 
•« ill be reduced to nrreVsecOnds. There 
are three points along the river front 
where connections 
with the system 


may be made by the fire boats; and 
one of these three craft maintained by 
the city in the Delaware river, will be 
at all times connected and ready for 
work, until the permanent plant is in 
operating order, which will be about 
June next. 


The new system was recently sub- 


jected to a severe test by the members 
of the Fire Underwriters' Association. 
The trial took place on Broad street, at 
a point which is about 8,000 feet from 
the pumps. 
The most satisfactory re- 


sults were secured, although it was im- 
possible, under the 
existing circum- 


stances, to test the pipes to their full 
capacity. After being laid, each section 
of the pi.pe used was subjected to a 
pressure of 400 pounds. 
and with the 


stationary plant in operation, it is ex- 
pected that the pressure will almost 
reach that point; but at the test, with 
the combined efforts of the three fire 
boats, the pressure on the pipes was 
less than half that figure. However, 
the work clone at the test and at sub- 
sequent fires has demonstrated 
that 


this kind of a service is far superior 
to anything; which 
could be secured 


with the use of portable flre engines. 
At one time there were twelve streams 
of water Issuing 
from two hydrants, 


the water being hurled a distance of 
175 feet thiough a 300-foot section of 
hose. 
The hose used was 2 1-2 Inches 


In diameter and had a. 1 1-4-inch noz- 
zle. A single stream, with a 3 1-2- 
inch liose and a 2-inch nozzle, was 
thrown a distance of 262 feet in a 
horizontal direction, Ihe nozzle being 
held at an angle of about 30 degrees. 
—With two streams, the distance was 
decreased only to 258 1'eet. 
A single 


stream thrown in a vertical direction 
leached to within a dozen feet of the 
top of the North American building, 
In front of which the test was conduct- 
ed. The roof oC this structure is 253 
feet above the pavement, and it is the, 
tallest building in the city. 
A stream 


from the 
high-pressure system vtis 


went -Uoft bertide one fiom one of the 
most powerful live engines owned by 
the city. 
The stream from the lat- 


ter reached the ninth story, while that 
from the hlgh-prcsaue hydrant touch- 
ed tho nineteenth. While these tests 
were being conducted, hydiaiits in din- 
taut parts of the high-pressure .section 
were opened, In 01 iler to note the effect 
on tho Broad street stiearns, but the 
den-case in tho flow \\nn hardly appre- 
ciable. 


As a result of tlic successful demon- 


stration of the high-pressure service, 
tho Insurance rates in the portion of 
the city thus protected were at once 
lowered, and it is possible that a fur- 
ther reduction will be made. 


The system was installed by 
the 


Hoffman Engineering and Contracting 
company of Philadelphia. The use of 
gas engines in the permanent pumping 
plant iu one of the notable features of 
the installation. 
These engines, of 


300 horse power each, are now being 
built by the Westinghouse company. 


The computation of the figures for 


the steam plant must take Into con- 
sideration the foal ronsumptlon for 
the entire month, with steam pressure 
on the boilers all the time; but this 
calculation contemplates only 
about 


ten hours of actual service per month, 
Th.i» would coat ISO per hour. 
The 


ga» plant will require gas for th« time 
of the run only, as when the engine* 
are idle there is no consumption 
of 


gas; and, on a basis 
of ten hours 


pumping per month, ,fth'e gas-plant 
would cost $89.20 per hour. The. ser- 
vices of nine men are required for the 
steam plant, while 
six are sufficient 


for the gas' plant. Chief Hand says 
that in actual practice the economies 
of the gas plant will be even greater, 
for It will very rarely happen that 
Ihe entire plant will be in operation ten 
full hours each month.

The United States in that 
Position 


Regarding Its Envoys Abroad. 


Charlemangne Tower, the rich Phil- 


adelphian (and well known at the head 
of the lakes) is ambassador to Berlin 
and has recently rented a house at a 
cost of exceeding the $17,500 paid him 
as a salary. 
As the rental is only one 


item in a long list of necessary expen- 
ditures, it goes without saying 
that 


Ambassador Tower makes a 
heavy 


contribution to our government 
in 


paying for the honor conferred upon 
him in being chosen as its 
repre- 


sentative. 
For a nation with such a 


surplus as this, and with a wealth ex- 
ceeding that of any 
Pan-German 


claims, this seems like pretty small 
business. 


Ambassador Choate, with his con- 


ferees at Paris and St. Petersburg, is 
In the same case as 
Ambassador 


Tower, so far as tho relation between 
salaries and expenses is 
concerned. 


Each of these gentlemen is required to 
pay a premium to the government, a 
bonus, as it were, and 
the 
United 


States stands in the light of a seller 
of honors, the fact that the honor is 
n great one and that those who buy 
are eager to pay the price, having 
nothing to do with the ethics of the 
case. 


It does not mend math rs to say that 


no government cared where Benjamin 
Franklin lived, or that England or 
France never noted Wushbnrn's ex- 
•penditures, or St. James kept no ac- 
counting of Motley's household 
cost. 


In Franklin's day a hunOred things, 
gside from his own great personality, 
entered Into the consideration accord- 
ed him in Franco. 
This is true of 


Washburn during the Franco-German 
war, while Motley and Lowell were on 
a plane of preferment above that of 
ministerial rank. 


The United States cannot 
afford 


this picayune business any longer. It

Historv Reads Like Romance 


The following account of the removal 


of the remains of Michael Cassidy re- 
cently appeared in the Flemingsburg, 
Ky., Times. 
It certainly reads like 


romance. 
It might be disputed if 


the authority for the facts were not 
at hand. 
Michael Cassidy was the 


grandfather of Jesse, 
Robert 
and 


Ayres Leforgee and it is his family 
name that is borne today by Dr. Cass 
Chenoweth of this city. 
The account 


of the removal of the remains 
of 


Michael Cassidy which led to 
the 


publication of the facts of his life and 
history, is of sufficient interest for gen- 
eral reading: 


Michael Cassicly was born in October 


1755 in the north of Ireland. 
He emi- 


grated to this country, having left a 
boarding school in Dublin and landed 
in Virginia about 17Ui). 
He was ap- 


prenticed to a man by the name of Cra- 
ton. 
After the battle of Lexington ho 


enlisted in the Continental army, and 
subsequently re-enlisted, having served 
nearly seven years in the Revolution- 
ary war. Immediately after the sur- 
reiid"r of Cornwallis at Yorktow n he 
emigrated with a number of others, and 
landed at Strode Station, about the 1st 
of November, 178L'. 
Subsequent 
to 


that time, about 17S4 or 17S5, he, to- 
gether with one Bennett, a surveyor, 
and Spar, a chain carrier, was attack- 
ed on Plum Jjitk, a portion of what is 
now Bouibon county, and Bennett was 
instantly killed. 
Spar was dispatched 


by the Indians with a tomohawk; one 
large Indian seizing Michael Cassidy, 
supposing him to be a boy, was sur- 
rounded by the other Indians,' and he 
could tell from their hilaiily, that as 
the Indian was larger, he was assigned 
to dispatch Cassidy in a hand-to-hand 
sliugglr:, but being very stout he threw 
the Indian, while the others joined in a 
laugh. 
They raised to their feet, the 


Indian having a ha-ge knife in his hand 
and Cusbidy holding his wrist, again 
threw him, and in some way succeeded 
in getting the knife loosened from his 
grip, leaped into the bushes and made 
his escape. 
However, as he sprang 


into the bushes, with a view of escap- 
ing one of tho Indians threw a toma- 
hawk, striking him below 
the 
left 


shoulder, near the vertebrae, severing 
two of his ribs from the vertebrae with 
the tomahawk. 
Another threw a tom- 


ahawk, striking him in the right lower 
jaw. 
He, however, escaped, falling 


over into a creek, Plum J^iclf, two hun- 
dred yards distant, into tx deep hole 
of water, where he, for the first time 
r< alizcd that ho had been wounded in 
the bnek. 
Feeling a smarting sensa- 


tion, reaching around, found tho toma- 
hawk buried in his back, which was 
pulled from the wound by Cassidy him- 


self, and carried with him as the on- 
ly weapon of defense until he arrived 
at Bryant Station. 
Hunters went to 


the scene and found Bennett and Spar 
both dead and their remains mutil- 
ated by the Indians. 


Michael Cassidy about this time lo- 


cated at Cassldy'e Station in Fleming 
county and lived and died in 
«.~ts 


county, leaving many descentients. 


In 1797 he was elected from Fleming 


county, then a part of llason county, 
as representative from Mason county, 
to the legislature. 
In 1798 he was 


instrumental in passing the Act of the 
legislature which 
formed 
Fleming 


county, and was one of the first asso- 
ciate judgts of the county. 
Subse- 


quently representing the county in the 
lower and upper house of the general 
assembly several times. 
He died in 


March 1829, having always borne with 
him a large scar or lump that had 
formed on his right jaw from the effect 
of the tomahawk wound, inflicted when 
Bennett and Spai- were killed in Bour- 
bon county. 
He was buried with the 


honors of wnr in March, 1829, at the 
old Brick Union grave yard in Fleming 
county. 


On the 21st day of October, 1!)02, 


over seventy-three years from the time 
of his death and US ysars after he had 
received the wound, his body was dis- 
interred by his grandsons, Emmett, G. 
A. and Roger Cassidy, at the Old Bride 
Union grave yard, with a view of its 
interment in. the Flemingsburg ceme- 
tery in the lot of G. A. Cassidy. 


On exhuming the body, the coffin was 


found to be of walnut and in good con- 
dition, and his remains were in fair 
condition, considering the length of 
time he had been buried. 


On an examination of his right jaw 


bone, . a large lump, where the bone 
had knit together, was plainly vitible 
and witnessed by several of those pres- 
ent. 
His remains, together with those 


ft his wife, Mary Evans Cassidy, were 
interred in tho Flemingsburg cemetery 
October 21st, 190;!. 


His wife was Mary Evans Cassidy, 


daughter of Francis Evans; they were 
married in February, 1795, in Fleming, 
then a part of Mason, the license hav- 
ing been issued by the clerk of the 
Mason county court, at AVashington, 
then the county seat of Mason. 


Michael and Mary Evans left a large 


family. 
The oldest, William Cassidy, 


married Nancy Darnall, sister of Isaac 
and Jackson Dnrnall et al. and daugh«* 
ter of Charles Darn "11. 
Francis mar- 


ried Jane Inlow, daughter of James 
Inlow, and Dorinda married Ayres Le- 
forgeo and was for a long time located 
at Poplar Plains in this county, the 
former subsequently moving to Deca- 
tur, Illinois, where a number of rela- 


I-WH*. 
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tives of that branch, still survive. 


Dr. Abner Cassidy died unmarried at 


St. Louis. 
Robert Cassidy married 


Betsy Inlow and died, leaving a largo 
family in Fleming county. 
Patty, an- 


other daughter of Michael 
Cassid? 


married at an early time, Ison Inlow. 
and removed to Rus-hville, Indiana. 
George and Michael Cassidy lived and 
died at the old station which their 
father had founded. 


Samuel Evans Cassidy. the younger 


of the children and father of Emmet, 
G. A., Laura and Roger Cassidy, lived 
died on the original tract of land which, 
was settled by Michael CassUy in 17S4, 
near Cassidy Station, Flemingsbur& 
Ky.

VEAL IS 
GOOD 


Seasonable Meat and Numerous Ways 


In Which It Can Be Prepared 


For Table. 


NEEDS PLENTY OF SEASONING. 


How to Seleot it and Combine it in 


Healthful and Appetizing Dishes. 


People are so accustomed to finding 


he most ordinary meats in tho market 
all the year round that few take Into 
consideration the fact that part of the 
year these meats may be unseason- 
able, and consequently not wholesome. 


The scarcity, and in most markets 


the complete absence of veal in the 
meat maikets, brings this truth home 
to tho housewife in regard to this par- 
ticular kind of meat that nature some- 
times forces obedience to the laws of 
health In spite of our indifference to 
them. 
When veal Is In season and at 


the proper age, it Is a meat worth our 
consideration, as it makes an t greeaole 
change from the richer meats served 
earlier In the winter. 


Authorities gpnerally agree that veal 


Is difficult to digest and should there- 
fore be restricted to the diet of those 
whose digestive powers are in the best 
possible healthy condition. 


Veal being ymmg and tender, having 


considerably less fat than beef, and, 
judgpd from the nature of its food and 
short existence, would lead one natur- 
ally to suppose it a suitable meat for 
the young and not over robust. 
But 


experiment has proved quite the iv- 
verse. 
Its digestion, as compared to 


beef, IB at least half an hour slower, 
under favorable conditions. 
Some at- 


tribute the difficulty to the quality of 
Its texture, which is so close, that it 
resists 
the 
nctlon 
of 
the 
di- 


gestive Juices of the stomac-h, 
not 


allowing them to penetrate as readily 
as beef or mutton. 
This Is 
un- 


doubtedly true in respect to veal in cer- 
tain conditions. 
But It Is reasonable 


to doubt that the fault lies in the meat 
itself, for even In over-young veal 
the connecting tissue is easily changed 
into gelatine. 
Personal investigation 


has shown that well-grown and prop- 
erly cooked veal may be eaten by del- 
icate people and no ill effects follow, 
while on the other hand ill-conditioned 
and Improperly cooked veal, eaten by 
the same individuals causes much suf- 
fering and serious disturbances. 
An- 


other prime factor whlcu renders It 
indigestible Is at the very beginning 
of the process of digestion; the im- 
perfect mastication of the meat. Veal 
is comparatively insipid, nnd unless 
this fact is takt>n into consideration 
and modes of cooking adopted th'it will 
make the meat more inviting to the 
taste and tend to exrlle a five flow 
of gastric juice the fibres are swal- 
lowed without mastication and 
the 


stomach very properly refuse* to be 
imposed upon and immediately gno>s 
into a state af rebellion that gives its 
Ignorant master no little discomfort if 
not most serious Inconvenience. 


The cook who understands -\ aal can 


serve a roast that win be a delight 
to the eye, a joy to tho palate mid 
comfort to the inner man. 
Vcul must 


ho used while It is perfectly fresh, an 
it must be remembered that it require 
more seasoning than other meats. 
I 


may be used in much the same man 
ncr as chicken, especially for 
cro 


queues and salads, but must be wel 
cooked and of best quality. 


When Selecting Veal. 


First of fill veal must be us°d per 
otly fresh. 
If It is too young w.ien 


tilled tho llesh will bP soft and flab- 
>y and have- a blue tingrf; avoid this 
is unwholcMume an uoll as indigestible 
'hoose veul that is pink and iirm ol 
ifsli and hard of bone.

horoughly.

'his with frequent basting of well- 
masoned liquor in the pan and a per-

Other seasonings 


suitable for vea) are thyme, marjor- 
am, lemon peel "*nd Juice, parsley, car- 
rot, onion and tu.-nip. 
Salt pork i* the 


best when additional fat in required, 
as it adds to the flavor. Bice Instead 
of white potatoes, 'is qiilte as appro- 
priate with veal as with mutton or 
chicken. 


Braised Breast of V««l. 


HaVe the .butcher remove the bones 


from a breast of veal, making what Is 
called a pocket. 
Stuff this with a 


forcemeat made of one cupful of bread 
crumbs, one tablespoonful of chopped 
parsley, two tablespoons 
of . finely 


chopped bacon, and the grated peel 
of a lemon, salt and popper to taste. 
Into this mixture beat one egg. 


Roll and tie, place In a braising pan 


with a sliced Carrot and onion, and 
place on top several slices of bacon. 
Baste frequently, cook for about two 
hours in a hot oven. 


Veal Rolls. 


Cut up two pounds of veal steaks as 


for cutlets. 
On each one lay one 


slice of bacon and on Hits spread some 
forcemeat, season with salt and pepper 
and roll up and tie. with a string. 
Dip 


In beaten egg and bread crumbs and 
fry in a sauts pan }vith one sliced 
onion. 
When well browned stir In 


one tablespoonful ~>f flour and one cup 
of stock. 
Remove from tho frying 


pan to a baking dish, place in the 
oven, cover closely nhd allow to cook 
for twenty minutes. 


Cannelon of Veal. 


Chop very fine two pounds of cold 


roast veal, one pound of ham, one 
tablespoonful of minced parsley, 
one 


tablespoonful of finely minced onion, 
1-2 teaspoonful of powdered marjoram, 
salt and' pepper to taste. Stir into this 
one-quarter of a cup of good stock or; 
gravy, one cup of bread crumbs ana 
the yolks of thre<» eggs. 
Form into 


a roll, cover with buttered brown paper 
and allow to cook for about ten min- 
utes—then remove the ipaper, 
brush 


over with the white of egg, allow to 
remain in oven for a minute or two 
Serve on a hot dish, pour over it a 
rich brown gravy, garnish with si.ces 
of lemon and potato chip* and serve 
smoking hot. 


Curry of Veal. 


Cut into two-inch pieces about two 


pounds of veal, put in a saucepan with 
one sliced onion, one bay leaf and 
salt and pejiper U taste, cover with 
hot water and cook a half hour. 
Mix 


one tablespoonful of flour, make into a 
paste with a little water and add to 
the well-beaten yolks of three raw 
eggs. 
Place the veal on a hot platter, 


stir tho curry mixture into the liquor 
remaining- in the saucepan, stir until 
perfectly smooth, then strain over the 
veal. 
This should be placed on a 


dish with a border of plain boiled rice

the cane brake the hunters know it is 
useless to pursue, because if the ani- 
mal enters the brake nothing can fol- 
low him. 
Under such circumstances 


they call in the dogs by sounding the 
horn. 
The dogs pay no attention to 


the sounding of theOiorn unless It is 
their special signal and when that is 
given they return at onoe to the men. 


"There Is game there without limit.

holds that the shares of stcclc of a 
national bank belong: to individuals 
and is personal property. 
The uuild- 


ing: and land owned and occcupiej 
by tho bank is the property of t i« 
corporation. 
The bank held that to 


tax both properties at their full value 
would be double taxation. 
The court 


holds otherwise and cites a numbe- 
ot decisions of this and other courts 
in support.
